<b  'soribcil  that  I will  pass  over  this  part  of  my  jonrnoy 
b\  simply  staling  that  it  is  not  a gold  country. 

After  passing  tins  Summit  House  the  geological 
formation  is  ml  granite.  Below  this  the  slate  forma- 
tion commences  ami  continues  all  the  way  ilown.  Fol- 
lowing the  trail  ilown  Whip-saw  Gulch  we  strike  the 
gravel  benches  ami  rolling  ridges  covering  a large 
extent  of  country,  shewing  the  great  wash  at  an 
earlier  period  of  the  earth’s  history.  The  waters 
receding  from  lakes,  and  the  breaking  away  of  these 
large  bodies  of  water,  by  continued  washings  formed 
gravel  ridges,  guTohes  and  ravines  where  it  is  the 
most  likely  to  find  gold.  The  wash  is  so  extensive, 
and  so  much  table  land  or  me, son  occurring,  makes  it 
difficult  to  determine  where  to  commence  or  where  to 
prospect.  Some  of  these  creeks  and  gulches  have 
been  prospected  and  a little  gold  found,  scarcely 
enough  to  pay  expenses. 

Nine-mile  Creek  and  Whip-saw  have  been  pros- 
pected by  Chinamen  chiefly,  and  they  stuck  to  them 
faithfully,  but  it  has  finally  beat  them,  as  I observed 
on  my  way  out  that  they  had  abandoned  their  diggings. 
The  South  Fork  of  the  Similkameen  has  been  pros- 
pected for  In  or  'JO  miles,  and  nothing  of  consequence 
has  been  found.  Allison's  copper  mine  is  on  this  fork, 
which  has  considerable  reputation.  1 have  seen  some 
very  line  specimens  of  peacock  ore  from  this  section, 
which  are  supposed  to  be  stringers  of  the  same.  All 
the  way  down  the  ridges  gravel  occurs.  As  you  near 
the  river  some  of  the  low  benches  look  very  favour- 
able. There  are  several  Chinamen  at  work  here,  and 
one  company  of  white  men  further  up  stream  are  at 
present  engaged  in  preparing  to  prospect.  The  gravel 
is  heavy  and  will  not  wash  off  readily,  and  the  gold 
being  tine  will  doubtless  run  through  any  string  of 
sluices,  with  fall  sufficient  to  carry  off  gravel.  It  is 
not  at  all  likely  that  these  extensive  gravel  benches 
will  ever  be  washed  off.  Working  on  bars  and  bends 
will  be  the  extent  of  what  will  be  done,  for  many 
years  at  least,  on  the  Similkameen.  Leaving  Allison’s 
we  took  the  trail  for  Granite  up  steep  grades  back 
from  the  Tulameen,  meeting  returning  prospectors  all 
the  way.  1 have  never  seen  so  many  disgusted  and 
discouraged  men  in  all  the  gold  excitements  I have 
been  in  since  ’4ff.  I told  some  of  them  that  it  will  be 
good  for  them  that  they  have  been  disappointed  in 
not  finding  gold,  as  they  will  not  be  in  such  haste  to 
leave  their  homes  to  go  gold-hunting  in  the  future. 
Arriving  at  the  flat  opposite  Granite  City  we  camped 
and  had  a good  look  at  the  far-famed  Granite  Creek. 
The  distance  from  the  river  to  the  forks  of  the  Creek 
is  four  or  five  miles.  The  hills  bordering  the  same 
rise  very  abruptly,  and  anything  like  gold  on  the  hill- 
sides must  find  its  way  into  the  Creek  as  it  is  a natural 
ground  sluice.  Nothing  like  bench  or  hill  diggings 
have  yet  been  successfully  worked,  if  we  may  except  j 
the  larger  flats  at  the  month  of  Granite  Creek.  A j 
number  of  claims  on  the  Tulameen,  below  the  mouth  | 
of  Granite,  are  being  worked,  also  several  above.  A 
quartz  lode  has  been  located  opposite  the  town,  but  j 
as  oidy  a little  work  has  been  done  I cannot  say  what 
the  result  may  be  in  the  future.  I have  not  seen  any 
quartz  with  free  gold  so  far,  but  I have  been  told  of 
good  rock  on  the  Tulameen.  Leaving  Granite  we 
took  the  trail  for  Otter  Flat,  a distance  of  seven  miles. 
On  the  large  flats  above  Granite  Creek  on  the  Tula- 
meen I observed  several  Chinamen  busy  gardening, 
raising  potatoes  and  other  vegetables  in  large  quanti- 
ties, and  also  mining  on  the  river.  The  upper  part  of 
the  trail  to  Otter  is  through  a delightful  country  of 
the  finest  pasture  lands,  being  apparently  better 
adapted  for  grazing  purposes  than  for  mining.  The 
town  site  of  Otter  is  a large  fine  flat  at  the  junction 
of  the  river  and  creek.  Otter  Flat  is  an  old  Hudson 
Bay  camp;  the  old  brigade  trail  from  Hope  conn*! 
down  the  ridge  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river — not 
in  use  now,  being  blocked  by  fallen  timber, 
stores,  two  saloons,  branch  post-office,  news  depot, 
and  Chinaman  bakery,  constitute  the  City  of  Otter 
Flat.

A 'halt  sunk  10  feet 
found  nothing  ; others  sunk  on  shallow  ground  lound 
good  pay.  Collins  Gulch,  on  flu  other  side  ol  the 
river,  paid  wages,  hut  iH  about  worked  out.  I saw 
one  piece  from  this  Gulch  t hat  vn  iglnd  one  ounce  and 
t luce  quarters.  Cedar  Creek,  on  the  south  side  of 
the  river,  about  two  miles  above  Ottei  Flat,  paid 
small  wages  for  two  or  three  companies  for  a while; 
others  made  nothing  and  havi  given  it  up.  The 
Francisco  Company,  on  the  Tulameen  above  Otter 
Flat,  have  done  little  to  test  their  claims  a.  if  is  deep 
diggings,  which  will  require  the  application  of  water 
power  with  derricks  to  move  the  heavy  rock.  The 
Flats  arc  w ide  for  two  miles  above,  when  tliev  become 
narrower.  Tin  Golden  Crown  Company  are  cutting  a 
\ race  to  turn  the  water.  Next  above  is  the  Beaver 
[Company.  They  have  a ditch  out  of  Slate  Creek  and 
| a powerful  overshot  wheel  working  an  8-inch  pump. 

| Upon  striking  the  granite  sand,  which  seems  to  pre 
vail  generally  on  the  flats  of  the  Tulameen,  the  water 
| came  in  too  strong  for  the  pump.  The  company  intend 
to  put  down  another  shaft  in  a more  favourable  place, 
but  they  must  have  power  sufficient  for  hoisting  and 
pumping  before  the  ground  can  be  worked  to  advan- 
| (age.  The  facilities  for  working  this  claim  cannot  he 
| surpassed  as  there  arc  25  feet  fall  in  the  h ngtli  of 
I their  claim.  Asa  mining  claim  I consider  it  the  best 
property  on  the  Tulameen  when  it  shall  have  been 
properly  worked.  There  arc  36  claims  in  this  company 
I having  2,000  feet  frontage  on  the  river.  The  next 
j claim  above  is  the  California  Company,  immediately 
below  the  first  canyon.  Great  expectations  arc  indulged 
in  regarding  the  outcome  of  this  enterprise.  Their 
darns  are  in  and  they  are  working  this  week,  and  it 
will  not  he  long  before  results  will  be  ascertained. 
There  are  several  claims  located  above  in  the  canyon 
nearly  ready  to  go  to  work,  their  wingdams  being 
finished.  The  Colorado  Company  above  this  took  out 
a nugget  weighing  $98  a few  days  ago.  Several  Chi- 
nese Companies  arc  about  ready  to  wash.  Above  the 
canyon  Bear  Creek  puts  into  the  Tulameen;  several 
companies  are  to  work  on  this  creek  with  fair  pros- 
pects. rl  he  Home  Stake  Company,  above  Bear  Creek, 
have  fine  dams  and  wheels  constructed,  and  are  work- 
ing by  this  time.  Several  other  companies  are  work- 
ing above  this  and  are  doing  well ; many  Chinamen 
are  working  for  a distance  oi  ten  miles  above,  near  to 
the  Granite  formation.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  con- 
siderable gold  will  be  taken  out  of  the  Tulameen 
River  this  season  if  the  weather  keeps  favourable,  but 
the  great  drawback  is  the  want  of  proper  hoisting 
appliances,  which  no  doubt  will  be  remedied  in  the 
future  if  the  claims  should  prove  good.  Slate  Creek 
is  considered  the  best  Creek  on  the  Tulameen,  many 
claims  paying  four  and  five  dollars  a day  heavy  gold. 

A nugget  weighing  26A  dollars  was  taken  from  one  of 
the  claims  a few  days  ago.  This  creek  conics  in  at 
the  centre  of  the  Beaver  Company's  ground.  A well- 
defined  quartz  load  is  to  be  seen  located  near  Eagle 
Creek  on  the  ’Tulameen,  but  there  has  been  nothing 
done  to  test  it.

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BY-LAW  No.  8 

A By-Law  to  regulate,  govern,  and  license  within  the 

City  of  Vancouver  certain  classes  of  persons,  ca.hs, 

drays,  livery,  sale,  feed,  and  exchange-  stables. 

rpHE  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Van- 
I couver,  in  Coune.il  assembled,  enact  as  follows  : 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law,  no 
person  shall  set  up,  use,  or  drive,  within  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  any  eab,  carriage,  or  omnibus,  or  other 
vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  for  hire,  from 
one  place  to  another  within  the  city,  or  keep  any 
livery  stable,  where  horses  and  vehicles,  or  either,  are 
kept  for  hire,  or  a sale,  feed,  or  exchange  stable, 
where  horses  are  kept  for  sale  or  exchange,  or  are 
boarded  by  the  feed,  day,  or  longer  period  ; or  set  up, 
use,  or  drive  any  truck,  dray,  cart,  waggon,  or  other 
vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise,  or  other  article  or  thing,  from  place  to 
place  within  the  city,  for  hire,  or  keep  teams,  for 
work  of  any  kind,  for  hire  in  the  said  city,  without 
first  having  obtained  a license  so  to  do. 

•2.  Every  description  of  vehicle,  except  omnibuses, 
street  railway  or  tramway  cars,  used  in  the  convey- 
ance of  passengers  for  hire  from  one  place  to  another 
within  the  city,  and  whether  drawn  by  one  or  more 
horses  or  other  animals,  shall  be  deemed  a “cab” 
withing  the  meaning  of  this  By-Law. 

3.  Every  description  of  vehicle  used  in  the  trans 
portation  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandize,  or  other 
article  or  thing,  from  place  to  place,  for  hire  within 
the  city,  whether  drawn  by  one  or  more  horses  or 
other  animals,  shall  be  deemed  a “dray”  within  the 
meaning  of  this  By-Law.  Teams  of  horses,  single 
horses,  or  other  animals  engaged  in  hauling  or  other 
work,  for  hire  within  the  city,  shall  be  considered  as 
“drays”  for  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law. 

4.  Any  licensed  hotel  or  saloon-keeper  within  the 
city  may,  without  payment  of  a license  fee,  obtain  a 
license  to  run  an  omnibus  or  omnibuses  to  and  from 
his  house,  to  and  from  any  railway  station,  wharf,  or 
steamboat  lauding ; but  such  hotel-keeper  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  charge  any  fee  for  the  carriage  of  passen- 
gers or  their  baggage  in  such  omnibus,  and  such  omni- 
bus shall  have  the  words  “ Free  omnibus”  painted  or 
printed  conspicuously  thereon,  or  therein  ; but  such 
hotel-keepers,  or  any  other  persons,  may  obtain  a 
license  for  an  omnibus  or  omnibuses  for  the  convey- 
ance for  hire  of  passengers  from  place  to  place  within 
the  city,  on  payment  of  the  license  fee  therefor,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

5.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
shall  be  granted  a license  under  this  By-Law. 

6.  Every  owner  of  more  than  one  cab,  dray,  or 
omnibus  shall  take  out  a separate  license  for  each 
cab,  dray,  or  omnibus,  and  each  such  vehicle  shall 
have  in  a conspicuous  place  thereon,  or  attached  to 
the  harness  of  the  animal  or  animals  drawing  same, 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  License  Inspector, 
a number,  which  number  shall  correspond  with  the 
number  in  the  record  or  register  kept  by  the  License 
Inspector. 

7.  The  person  in  whose  name  a license  is  taken  out 
under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  tlie  owner  or  proprietor  of  the  vehicle  or  place 
licensed,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  in  this 
By-Law  contained  for  any  breach  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  whether  committed  by  said  owner  or  pro- 
prietor or  by  any  employ  of  said  owner  or  proprietor; 
and  should  such  owner  or  proprietor  sell  out  or  trans- 
fer his  interest  in  any  cab,  dray,  or  omnibus  licensed 
to  any  other  person,  said  owner  or  proprietor  shall 
continue  to  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  breach  of 
this  By-Law  as  aforesaid,  until  he  shall  have  had  such 
license  transferred  to  the  person  to  whom  he  has  sold 
or  transferred  his  interest  as  aforesaid. 

8.  Any  person  purchasing  the  interest  of  any  other 
person  in  any  cab,  dray,  or  omnibus,  livery,  sale,  feed, 
or  exchange  stable,  who  shall  continue  the  business 
without  having  obtained  a transfer  of  such  license 
shall  be  guilty  of  a breach  of  this  By-Law,  and  shall, 
on  conviction,  be  subject  to  the  penalties  therein  pro- 
vided. 

9.  Every  cab  and  omnibus  licensed  under  this  By- 
Law  must  be  kept  continually  clean,  the  interior 
thereof  dry,  and  the  harness  or  equipments  used 
therewith  always  in  gooil  repair  and  well  kept,  and 
every  livery  stable  shall  bo  kept  clean,  and  the 
vehicles,  harness,  and  stable  equipments  in  connection 
therewith  clean  and  sound,  and  the  horses  therein 
proper  and  sufficient  to  do  their  work;  and  all  persons, 
places,  vehicles,  and  horses  licensed  under  this  By-Law 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  License  In- 
spector at  all  reasonable  times. 


10.  No  owner  or  driver  of  any  open  cab  shall  drive, 
or  suffer,  or  permit  to  be  driven,  about  the  streets  of 
said  city  during  the  day-time,  in  any  such  open  cab, 
any  notoriously  bad  characters,  or  women  of  ill-fame, 
unless  for  the  purpose  of  hiking  such  person  to  or 
from  the  railway  station,  or  wharf,  or  steamboat 
landing. 

I I.  Every  driver  of  a cab  shall,  when  required  by 
any  police  oificer,  give  official  information  with  refer- 
ence to  the  address  of  the  house  or  place  to  which  he 
may  have  driven  any  passengers,  and  any  other  infor- 
mation connected  therewith  which  may  have  come  to 
his  knowledge,  and  a refusal  of  such  information  will 
be  deemed  a breach  of  this  By-Law. 

12.  Every  driver  of  any  cab  or  dray  shall,  when 
called  upon  so  to  do,  assist  any  police  officer  in  the 
conveyance  in  his  cab  or  dray  of  any  person  or  persons 
to  the  common  gaol,  or  any  police  station  in  the  city, 
or  in  the  conveyance  to  the  hospital  or  elsewhere,  if 
required,  any  person  who  may  have  met  with  an  acci- 
dent, or  is  ill  or  wounded,  provided  such  illness  is  not 
of  an  infectious  nature ; and  said  driver  shall  be 
entitled  to  his  usual  fare  therefor  by  such  person  so 
carried,  or  by  the  city. 

13.  Every  livery  stable  keeper  shall  keep,  or  cause 
to  be  kept,  upon  his  premises,  a book  or  books  of 
record,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  of  the 
person  or  persons  to  whom,  and  the  length  of  time  for 
which  every  horse,  or  horse  or  horses  and  vehicle,  is  let 
for  hire,  the  hour  of  tli  ■ day  or  night  when  each  such

or  woman  of  ill-fame. 

14.  Every  owner  or  driver  of  a cab,  omnibus,  dray, 
or  livery  vehicle,  who  is  inebriated  while  engaged 
with  a fare,  or  who  is  insolent  or  abusive,  or  who  at- 
tempts to  overcharge,  or  refuses  to  produce  his  tariff, 
number,  name,  or  address,  when  requested  by  such 
fare,  or  who  refuses  to  aid  a policeman,  detective  or 
other  police  officer  in  the  removal  of  a prisoner  or  pris- 
oners to  or  from  any  lock-up  iu  the  city,  or  who  com- 
mits any  gross  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  By-Law,  in  addition  to  the  penalties  set  forth 
therein,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  the 
suspension  of  his  license,  and  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  (subject  to  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Council),  be  forbidden  from  driving  such 
vehicle,  dray,  cab,  or  omnibus,  for  such  period  as  may 
be  determined  on  by  said  Commissioners.

omnibus  or  omnibuses,  one  or  more  plates  with  the 
number  or  numbers  of  the  license  or  licenses  painted 
or  stamped  thereon,  and  such  number  of  plates  shall 
he  the  property  of  the  City,  and  on  the  expiry  of  the
